military companies* in Decatur. 
Now 


there are only four— the Lincoln, Dela 
van, Jacksonville and Petersburg com 
panies They are in command of Lieut 
Col F. P Welle. Colonel J S. Culver 
came through from Springfield with the 
•Sprmgiield company and left on the 
first tram out, taking the Peoria, Bloom- 
ngton, Springfield and Decatur compa 
nice with him to Danville, picking 
up the Champaign company at Tolono. 


The military were more than relieved 


at the dawn of day. The strike situa- 
,ion, barring the accident to the Wabash 
passenger No. 2, remained the same as 
ast night. The platforms and yards 
were not so badly crowded up to 9 
o'clock, many of the strikers and specta- 
:ors remaining at home to secure a much 
needed rest. A number of coal miners 
were noticeable among the spectators 
who were assembled on the platform 
west of the depot, but they were quiet 
and peaceable

STONES AND PISTOL SHOTS. 


Lively Tune at the Camp of the 


Military Companies in the 


Night. 


The hve military companies now on 


duty in Oecatur, under command of 
Lieut Col. Wells, make there head 
quarters at the Wabash freight house. 
They have no tents or camp equippage 


the necessary supplies cannot be 


br jught through from Springfield. Un- 
til the tents come the soldiers will have 
to remain at the fi eight house. 


Sentinels are put on duty at head 


quaiters. Last night at about 1 o'clock 
somebody began thi owing stones at the 
pickets and at the fi eight house. The 
stones came out of the "darkness slowly, 
then moie rapidly, until there was a 
volley after volley. The soldiers asleep 
were 
aroused 
and 
Corporal 


Pratt got out a squad. Just then more 
stones came with greater force. Then it 
was that members of the militia fired 
their revolvers in the air in the direc- 
tion from which the stones came. It 
could not be Been who was throwing the 
stones, and it is not known that the 
bullets fired struck anybody 
The ex- 


citement at the camp waa intense for a 
/"'( 


few minutes and every man was in peti- 
tion for duty. There were no more stones 
thrown, and quiet was restored, only 
to be broken again by a warlike demon- 
stration over on the Illinois Central 
tr»ck. The Diamond Special was going 
north with the Chicago labor delegates 
on board. Out of the windows of the 
coaches pistols were discharged in rapid 
succession, naturally giving rise to the 
belief that there was serious trouble 
ahead. It was a very foolish act on the 
part of the people on th3 train. It might 
have precipitated a riot and caused loss 
of life. The pistol firing from the train 
ceased when the ammunition guvo out. 
The facts were soon ascertained and the 
militia did not turn out. 


TKAIN OFF THE TRACK. 


A Misplaced Switch Did the Work 


at the Monroe Street Cross-

last night at about 1 o'clock, it came to 
grief near the Monroe street crossing 
The engine, tender an1} one of the 
coaches got off the rails and the train 
was instantly tied up 
There were bu( 


few people on the train and no one was 
hurt. No one can give any reliable in- 
formation as to how the accident oc- 
curred, except that the switch did it, 
causing the engine to leave the mils. 
It took the officials until after 7 o'clock 
this morning to get the trucks on the 
rails, and then the coaches wore pulled 
to the depot, and left there. The rails 
did not spread. Somebody tampered 
the switch or the accident would not 
have occurred. There has oeen no ar- 
rests.

This is 
no new departure as the same was done 
by a district court in the soujp about 
year ago and the result ws* that 
strike elided speedily.

IT seems that Secretary Gresham has 


been caught in a falsehood through bad 
diplomacy. 
Secretary 
Carlisle has 


drawn up some amendments to the 
sugar schedule which he wants passed 
and which are intended to avoid serious 
complications with Germany. The bill 
as it now stands 
provides for a dis- 


criminating duty upon German best 
sugar to offset the bounty paid by that 
government to the producers of best 
sugar. 
The German government ob 


jeets to this feature and its representa- 
tives is known to have notified Secretary 
Gresham that if that provison is allowed 
stand his government will retaliate by 
discriminating against America for pro- 
ducts, aecretary Gresham in reply to a 
resolution by the senate said that there 
had been no protest from Germany, 
when in fact there had been an earnest 
protes. These facts have become known 
and are beyond all efforts at explana- 
tion. The emendments are in the hands 
of Senator Jones and he is reluctant 
about introducing them because to do 
so is a serious reflection upon the ability 
of the senate finance committee. 


Trusts. 


We have heard a great deal about a 


protective tariff breeding trusts, and the 
REPUBLICAN has frequently cited the 
fact that in free-trade England trusts 
are as numerous, in proportion to the 
business, as in this country, and we have 
also contended that trusts were not 
based upon or bred by either free trade 
or protection, but were the result of a 
desiie to make money or to save money, 
and also that if the economic policy of 
this government were changed so as to 
open our ports to foreign goods, it would 
not operate to diminish the number of 
trusts in this country, but would tend 
to the consolidation of American and 
European organizations. 


Thiy has proven true. 
There has 


never in the history of the country 
been so many trusts formed, in the 
samp period, as ha\e been formed 
since 
the 
election 
of Cleveland. 


Not only this; but trusts have been 
formed between men in the same busi 
ness in Europe and America—Interna- 
tional trusts. 


Just recently, for example, there has 


been perfected such a combination of 
match manufacturers of the world with 
a capital of $10,000,000. The leading 
factories of England, 
Prance, and 


Sweden have joined interest with the 
Diamond Match company of this coun- 
try and Canada. This trust will con- 
struct in Liverpool, the largest match 
factory in the Jworld, with a capacity 
great enough to supply the entire Eu- 
ropean trade. 
Similar organizations 


will quickly follow the present tariff 
policy. This goes to show, conclusively, 
the folly of the theory that protection 
breeds tru sts. Protection, as a matter 
of fact breeds competition, free^trade in 
this conn try will distroy competition 
and this will naturally lead to protec- 
tion by trusts, at home, and trusts that 
embrace manufacturers abroad as well 
as at home. 


The Strike Injunction. 


JudgcsGrosscup, of Chicago, and Wood 


of Indianapolis, of the United States 
district court yesterday granted an in- 
junction against all persons interfering 
by word or deed against general traffic. 
This, order practically places all the 
railroads under the protection of the 
government until it is dissolved. 
So 


lone; as the injunction stands the person 
who orders a strike will be in contempt 
of court ai:d will be punished for con- 
tempt. The same will be true as to any 
person who advises the continuation of 
a strike, and also applies to any person 
who induces a train man to quit his 
work or not to perform his work. 


This will put a new phase npon the 


present strike and will cause strike's an 
endless amount of trouble should they 
attempt to continue it 
Mr. Debs will

strike or to advise the continuation of

BEER KEGS GO, 


On., of the Important Item* of Lou In «i« 


Brewery Bailnew* 


Quite a story can be told in connec 


tion with a beer keg. Apparently it is 
only a very substantial and Jong-lived 
article. It takes a long while for one 
to wear out. It has a tough constitu- 
tion, and is protected from internal de- 
eay by a coat of very pure and hard 
pitch. The pitch used on the modern 
keg is much superior to that formerly 
used. It u> clear, tasteless and tough. 
An empty beer keg will stand a great 
many knocks before the pitch scales 
off. OThe kegs wear out, when they do 
wear, externally. They are wet and 
dry alternately, and this promotes de- 
"cay. Then they get a great deal 
of unnecessary banging around between 
the time they leave the brewery and 
are brought back again. Everybody, 
from the driver and railroad and steam- 
boat hands down to the barkeeper, 
seems to think the kegs are inde- 
structible. A whole car load of amply 
kegs is frequently thrown from the car 
down to the ground. A single empty 
keg is often thrown fifteen feet. 


Yet it is rare for a keg to become 


broken or lose a hoop under such cir- 
cumstances 
Of course, such rough 


usage tellb in time. It really isn't nec- 
essary to make the kegs so heavy, so 
far as the keeping of the beer is con- 
cerned. They began by being made 
heavy in the old days. The brewers 
then deemed it absolutely requisite to 
make them that way in order to with- 
stand 
the pressure 
of the beer 


The very fact 
that 
they 
were 


made heavy and clumsy subjected 
them to rough handling 
Now they 


have to be made heavy, and extra ma- 
terial has to be nut into the heads and 
staves, simply because of this handling 
and not from any danger on account of 
the internal pressure of the beer 


But the other features that make up 


a romance of the beer-keg can best be 
told in the language of a brewer in a 
recent interview 
He said : 


"It is not the breakage or decay ol 


the kegs that bothers the brewers. It 
is the frequent and entirely unneces- 
sary loss of the kegs. You would be 
surprised to hear the number of kegs 
and half-barrels a big brewery will lose 
in a year 
It runs into thousands at 


times. No ordinary 'precautions can 
check the loss. Charging for the kegs 
and giving a rebate for the return 
would accomplish something. in that 
direction, but there is too much lively 
competition in the business for any 
one to dare such an 
experiment.

who 


would stoop low enough to erase 
brands and use another brewer's kegs. 
A quarter-barrel is worth about two 
dollars and fifty cents, and it doesn't 
look to me that it would pay a man tc 
steal such a petty thing as that.

Just 
try and think and tell me if you have 
ever been at a boating or yachting re 
sort in this country where you did not 
see one or two or perhaps a score ol 
beer kegs bobbing on the waves af

This jury, composed 
largely of young men, has a grave re- 
sponsibility to perform. 
Every argu- 


ment, and means, and method, will be 
used to convict John Cteekmur.

You will see at once thather testimony 
is worthless; but part other testimony, 
if she tells the same stoiy, will be cor- 
roborated by other testimony. She fixed 
some dates. There willjbe testimony to 
show that she was coirect about the 
dates. There was Mr/Moon on those 
dates.

Maroa to see Ikwyer Shipley about it 
and Shipley seit a letter to Creekmur 
by Boyd.
